Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant and Applicant's representative discussed that they did not 
feel that Kuebler showed grooves as claimed and was -non-analogous art. The examiner maintained that Kuebler did 
disclose grooves as explained in the office action and that it was analogous art because it addressed a problem or 
problems relevant to a hockey grip such as vibration dampening and comfort. Applicant explained that his grip 
structure was to provide flex control. Examiner suggested bringing out the differences as to the shape of the grooves 
and core as shown in Fig. 7A to help distinguish it from the prior art. 
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
